“It’s the queerest thing you ever saw—an 
cold Spanish mine. It makes you think of 
Adam and Eve, and old, old times.” 

The speaker was Mr. O. T. Case, of At- 
lanta—an old New Mexican. 

‘You see,” he continued, “when they start 
from the surface they just dig a circular hole 
about twenty feet dcep, and then they take a 
tree and make a ladder. That is to say, they 
take atree on which there are a good many 
limbs. They cut off these limbs about a foot 
from the trunk, lean the tree against the side, 
and use the stub as steps. You see it may be 
six inches between two steps, and between the 
nexttwo it is a couple of feet. Then they 
would make a platform, dig another hole, stick 
down another tree-ladder, and so on.” 

“How did they get the ore out of the 
mines ?’’ 

‘In leather sacks—rawhide sacks. When 
they make a pew piatiorm they dig out in little 
low tunnels,called cayote passages, because they 
look so much like. the dens that the cayotes 
scratch out. The dirt was put in the bags and 
hauled along by a strap. Then when the 
miner started up the ladder they would put 
the band around the forehead and let the bag 
of ore hang on his back. The work was done 
by ‘peon,’ orslave labor. The ‘peons’ were 
exceeding ignorant people, and completely 
under the conirol of the priest, while the 
priests were in turn under the control of a few 
rich men. The ‘peons’ were practically 
slaves—no more, no less.”’ 

‘Well, is there any of that left now?”’ 

‘*Well, its like slavery leaving its trace on 
the southern negro. There has beén a wonder- 
ful Amerieanizing within the last quarter of a 
ceirtury. Most of the business is done by 
the Americans, and the natives are a small 
consideration.”’ 

“What about the old mines?” 

“Oh, they are scattered all over the country 
—sonie of them with the eld tree ladder still 
sticking in them. Rattlesnakes in them, too, 
lying about in those mouldy old platforms.” 

“What are the biggest mines in New

THE TARIFF BILL. 

It was understood in the democratic eaucus 
last night that no effort would be made to co- 
erce democrats from offering amendments to 
the tariff bill in the house. It is now the 
understanding among the democrats that the 
bill will be cailed up _ for consid- 
eration Tuesday, provided the democratic 
caucus tomorrow night does not change this. 
The discussion will, however, be of no conse- 
quence until after the St. Louis convention.

THE BILL TO BE ANTAGONIZED.

Mills moves to go into committee of the whole 
for iis consideration on Tuesday, it is expected 
that Mr. Reed will move ‘toe to take up the 
pension bill or the Blair bill, thus necessitat-

THE READING STRIKE COMMITTEE, 

with Mr. Tillman, of South Carolina, chair- 
man, have had prepared printed copies of the 
testimony taken, and will prepare their report 
atonce, A member of the committee said to- 
day that ‘“‘the report will recommend some 
crastic legislation that is likely to be unpalata- 
ble to both the railroads and their employes.”’ 
Briefly outlined, tho propositions under 
consideration are: Firit, an absolute provision 
for placing in the hands of a receiver any rail- 
road company which, as the result of differ- 
ences with its emploves, fails for a period of 
ten days to operate the road ; second, a require- 
ment that all train crews, but no other class of 
employes, shall give ten days’ notice of an in- 
tention to quit work; and, third, that the rail- 
road companies must give ten @ays’ notice to 
their employes of a reduction in wages. The 
couimittee éxpects that propositions relating to 
employes will excite considerable opposition, 
but takes the ground that itis the only possi- 
ble method of affording the public the protec- 
tion to which it is entitled against the inter- 
tuption of regular trafiic. 

The action of Representative Knute Nelson, 
of Minnesota, in the republican caucus yester- 
day was almost as surprising to his republican 
colleagues as it is to the democrats. 

They have not been confidently claiming 
him as a sure friend of the Mills bills lately, 
but from his course in the house and his pub- 
lished interviews, he was counted on asa con- 
firmed opponent of the republican protection- 
ists. Mr. Nelson is the man who started the 
whole tariff debate of the session. Long be- 
fore the Mills bill was taken up he made a 
tariff speech, taking for his text the Indian 
appropriation bill, then before the house. He 
announced his adherence to the cause of tariff 
reform, and was at once claimed as a convert 
to the democratic policy. Yesterday he made 
& speech in the caucus, in which he came out 
in favor ofthe proposition for a repU®lican 
bill, brought forth the fact that he was not in 
love with the Mills bill, and closed, amid 
the hurrahs of the republicans, with the 
aunouncement that, despite the slight 
tariff deflection in Minnesota, the 
republicans would carry the state in 
the fall by a handsome majority. The repub- 
licans are quite jubilant over Nelson’s return 
to the fold, and they now say that Mr. Fitch, 
of New York, is the only republican who fa- 
vors the Mills bill.

THE DEATH OF M’INTOSH. 


Written by James I’, Marsial!. 

I saw a few day¢ since a paragraphina 
newepaper stating that Mr. Sinith, of Carroll 
county, had in his yard an oak tree, on which 
Mclritosl:, the Indian chief, was hung and af- 
terwards shot. Mr. Smith is mistaken. I give 
you the account of the Wanging, as related by 
my grandfather, Rev. Francis Flournoy, who 
‘was an eye-witness of the tragedy. McInicsh 
lived in a two-story house; he kept an inn 
where travelers were accustomed to stop. In 
the evening prior to the fatal night, a white 

y came to MeIntosh’s, and found no one 
il except McIntosh iis wife and my grand- 
father. -After the spy left, Chile, son of Mc- 
Intosh, and an Indian chief came in. No 
harm was apprehended. and they all retired. 
Toward daylight my grandfather, who was 
sleeping in the room with Chile and his Indian 
friend—McIntosh was sleeping upstairs—heard 
a noise, as if some one was walking around the 
house, and called the attention of Chile Mc- 
Intosh to the fact, who replied that his father’s 
cows and calves were in the yard, and were 
making §the noise he heard. Grandfather 
looked out and saw manyIndians. He got 
out of béd, and about this time he saw MeIn- 
tosh coming down the stairway. As he 
neared « the bottom of the steps, a 

on was fired ; uncertain whether 

y MeIntosh ot an _  outstde Indian, 
then other shots, of which one took effect in 
Mcintosh, and he fell from the stairway out 
into the yard. McIntosh fired his gun as he 
fell. He was-afterwards pierced by a dozen 
bullets. It was now full daylight; the house 
was seton fire by the Indians, and when it 
was fallingin my grandfather asked permis- 
sion of awhite man, who seemed to be the 

leader, and who was the spy on the previous 
evening, to move the dead body of McIntosh 
to keep it from burning. This was granted, 
and grandfather and MclIntosh’s Cherokee 
wife removed the body. Grandfather the 
next day, as the Indians would net permit it 
on that day, made a box and buried McIntosh. 
When grandfather saw the house was burning 
he asked the white leaders of the Indians for 
permission to go out by the back door, which 
being granted, he, Chile Mcintosh and the 
Indian chief who was with him—they having 
donned suits of citizens’ clothes, furnished by 
him—retreated from the burning house. Chile 
and his friend, being in full dress, were not 
specially noticed by the Indians, and thus es- 

aped. Chile made his way to hint river, I 

ink, and by keeping his body entirely sub- 
merged in the water al! day, escaped the vigi- 
lance of his enemies, for the Indians intended 
to kill him also. This account I get from my’ 
mother, who often has heard her father nar- 
tate the same. 

4 LOOKING AT OLD PAPERS, 
From the Talbotton, Ga., Era. 

A room in the courthouse containing a lot of 
old papers was ‘‘cleanéd out’’ a few days since 
and many of the papeis were thrown into the 
Shallow old well in the courthouse yard. Sev- 
eral of the boys and young men of. Talbotton 
have developed quite a penchant for collecting

In 
the letter the governor refused to grant the 
license and stated that he could issue no more 
licenses to distillers until he knew whether or 
not there was sufficient bread in the country 
to feed the people. Many of the letters found 
were written long before the war and were 
folded, eealed with a wafer and addressed; no 
envelopes being used. Old citizens of the town 
upon being shown these papers recalled many 
interesting events and incidents of those days 
when Talbot was a young county, inhabited by 
® liardy and belligerent race of pioneers.

Their First Meeting in Albany and How the 
Young Hotel Clerk Was Charmed 
by the Electrical Wonder.

Mrs. Dixie Haygood, the Georgia electrical 
wonder, seems to be getting her share of news- 
paper notoriety. Not content with one hus- 
band, she is said to have a matrimonial alli- 
ance since slie went on the stage. She says 
that T. L. Embry, a young Albany, Ga., hotel 
clerk, married hor at Memphis, Tenn. Embry 
and his friends, however, deny this. 

Mrs. Dixie Haygood was in Savannah dur- 
ing the Jasper festival week, and gave two 
entertainments at Odd Fellows hall, which 
were indifferently attended, and the third 
night’s performance, ow!ng to the number of 
empty benches, was abandoned altogether. 

rof. Mallette, of this city, was one of the 
discoverers of the Georgia wonder, and talked 
very entertainingly to a Morning News re- 
vorter yesterday about his experience with the 

Yixie Haygood company. The professor said 
that in January last he was at Macon, and was 
rehearsing and drilling an amateur opera com- 
pany. but that Thomas B. Blackshear, a pho- 
tographer of Macon, who had heard of Dixie 
Haygood, set his wits to work to disorganize 
the opera company, so that he could put Dixie 
on the road, with Prof. Mallette as advance 
agent, stage manager and for vocal parts at the 
different entertainments. As a result, ‘the 
prima donna of the amateur opera company 
declined to sing, and then another of the vo- 
calists dropped out.

DIXIE’S DEBUT AS A WONDER. — 

Dixie Haygood had given some public exhi- 
bitions, in an amateur way, of her electrical 
powers, at her home in Milledgeville, and her 
unexplainable feats of strength were nine day 
wonders. Professor Mallette said that her hus- 
band was an ardent anti-prohibitionist, and in 
a shooting affray growing out of the prohibi- 
tion fight up there, he was shot and killed.

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ACCUSED OF WITCHCRAFT, 
A Singular Trial Recently Held In the Indian 
Territory. 

MuskockEE, I. T., May 27.—Many years ago 
in the early history of our country it was no 
uncommon thing for a person to be accused of 
witcheraft and brought to public trial and 
often severely or fatally punished for alleged 
intercourse with the evil spirit; but probably 
the only persons who have been openly accused 
and brought to public trial for being witches 
for inany years past are Willis Toren and his 
two sons, who on Saturday last were called be- 
fore Judge D. M. Wisdom, of the Union 
agency, to answer thischarge. Itappears that 
in the Cane creek settlement, which place is 
some five miles north of Muskogee, Willis 
Loren and his two sons have for the past’ two 
or three weeks been practicting their myste- 
rious art upon several of their neighbors. So 
thoroughly do the colored people who dwell in 
Cane creek bottom believe they possess the 
power of witches that they have lately peti- 
tioned the United States Indian agent to ex- 
pel them from the settlement. The agent 
aid no attention to the matter until, on 
Phursday last, when a specitic charge was 
brought in, he decided to give the matter a 
hearing, and appointed Saturday morning as 
the time for the trial. 

Early Saturday morning the agent’s office 
was crowded with colored peopie from the 
Cane creek settlement, all of whom were evi- 
dently excited over the strange happenings 
and mysterious occurrences that had lately 
shook up their neighbornood. The specific 
charge brought forth was that Willis Loren 
and his two sons had bewitched one Island 
Reuty, a neighbor, and as a consequence he 
had completely lost the faculty of reason, and 
acted very strange iu other ways, until some 
of his friends discovered the material which was 
used by the Lorens for bewitching lam buried 
in the earth near his cabin. Immediately 
upon the discovery and removal of the “‘witch- 
ing trash’’ he recovered consciousness and 
cooled down to his normal condition. Reuty 
is a little, crooked, black negro, and it would 
be a question with many whether or not he 
ever possessed the faculty of reasoning to any 
age extent. He was the first witness called 
yy Judge Wisdom, and he stated that on the 
night of the 12th inst. Jim Loren had 
buried in his back yard at exactly 
midnight a bucketful of “some strange 
stuff.” At this point he produced a 
sack and poured out on the floor - be- 
fore the judge the “‘strange stuff’’ which con- 
sisted of a little black dirt, a few pieces of 
broken glass, a turtie shell, some horse hair. 
and a few burnt rags and strings. Reuty/said 
that immediately after the stuff was buried he 
felt a dizzv sensation and conldn’t sleep. 
When he woke up the next morning some- 
thing in his left side pulled bim continuously 
that way. When he stood up he leaned or 
staggered sideways, and when he walked it 
was sideways; besides, he couldn’t recognize 
anything or anybody, and he was continual! 
in that condition from the time the materia 
was buried in his yard until his friends had 
taken it up and removed it, Several witnesses 
corroborated the statement of Keuty. 

The Loren family claimed that they had 
done nothing, save try and scare some of their 
neighbors, and that they did not have any re- 
lations$with the devil and were not witches. 

Judge Wisdom dismissed the case and told 
the negroes to go home and behave themselves 
and not tmuble about such foolishness.

Rome, Ga., May 27.—[{Special.]--There was 
a largely increased attendance Friday night at 
the revival meetings.

He said: “This text is truly the gospel of , 
ethics and injunction bringing the church on 
alevel with the ten commandments. That 
these commandments and preceyits were not as 
some thought, the mere whims and caprices of 
the Divine mind. They were not given to 
man to make his life a burden or circum- 
scribe his liberty, but they were the wisdom of 
God directing his children. 

“They are the embodiment of 
wisdom of God, advising, coun- 
selling, commanding his children. 
Frequently the students of our colleges rebel 
against the rules and discipline of the school 
and imagine that the rules and their discipline 
are simply to taunt, embarrass and circum- 
scribe their liberties. When it is true thatno 
teacher nor faculty ever thought of anything 
inthe making of the rules or the exercise of 
discipline, but the best interest of the scholars | 
and the advancemeut of all.

Who built the pyramids? The king who 
ordered them buiit? No; the plain workmen 
who added stone after stone and stone after 
stone. Who built the dikes of Holland? The 
government that ordered theenterprise? No; 
the plain workmen who carried the earth 
and rung their trowel on the wail. 
Who are those who have built these vast 
cities? The capitalists? No; the carpenters, 
the masons,the plumbers,the plasterers,the tin- 
ners, the roofers, dependent on aday’s wagyrs 
for a livelihood. And- so in the great word of 
assauging jnuman suffering and enlightening 
human ignorance and halting human iniquity. 
In that great work, the chief part is to be done 
by ordinary men, with ordinary speech, in an 
ordinary manner, and by ordinary means. The 
trouble is that in the army of Christ we all

That is the way it 
is in the ¢hurch of God today: where yeu find 
one Christian hard at work, there are fifty 
men watching the job. 

Oh! my friends, why do- you not go to work 
and preach this gospel? You say, “I have no 
pulpit.” Youhave. It may be the carpen- 
ter’s bench, it may be the mason’s wall. The 
robe in which you are to proclaim this gospel 
may bea shoemaker’s apron. But woe unto 
you if you preach not this gospel somewhere, 
somehow! If this world is ever brought to 
Christ it will be through the unanimous and 
long continued efforts of men who, waiting for 
no special endowment, consecrate to God 
what they have. Among the most useless 
people in the world are men with ten talents, 
while many a one with only two talents, or no 
talent at all, is doing a great work, and so

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The Cotton Movement. 

The New York Financial Chronicle, in 
its weekly review of the cotton movement, 
gays that for the week ending last Friday 
night the total reccipts have reached 22,60] 
bales, against 20,065 bales last week, 36,223 
bales the previons week and 32,603 bales 
three weeks since, making the total receipts 
since the Ist of September, 1887, 5,344,755 
bales, against 5,168,288 bales for the same 
period of 1886-7, showing an increase since 
September 1, 1887, of 176,467 bales. 

The exports for the week reach a total of 
54,712 bales, of which 03,801 were to Great 
Britain, 6,006 to France and 14,815 to the 
rest of the continent. The total sales for 
forward delivery for the week are 246,500 
bales. For immediate delivery the total 
sales foot up this week 7,056 bales, includ- 
ing 5,154 for export and 1,882 for consump- 
tion. 

The imports into continental ports have 
been 13,000 bales. ‘There has been a de- 
crease in the cotton in sight tonight of 151,- 
160 bales as compared with the same date 
of 1887, a decrease of 200,510 bales as com- 
pared with the corresponding date of 1886 
and a decrease of 224,722 bales as compared 
with 1885. 

The old interior stocks have decreased 
during the week 12,456 bales and are to- 
night 67,057 bales more than at the same 
period last year. The receipts at thé same 
towns have been 7,810 bales more than the 
game week last year, and since September 
Ist the receipts at all the towns are %4,049 
bales more than for the same time in 1886-7. 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1887, are 5,458,767 bales; 
jn 1886-7 were 5,178,816 bales; in 1885-6 
were 5,306,181 bales. Although the re- 
ceipts at the outports the past week were 
23,601, the actual movement from planta- 
tions was only 10,166 bales, the balance be- 
4ng taken from the stocks at the interior 
towns. Last year the receipts from the 
plantations for the same week were 3,485 
bales, and for 1886 they were 4,968 bales. 

The increase in amount in sight as com- 
pared with last year is 450,682 bales, the in- 
crease as compared with 1885-6 is 384,003 
bales and the increase over 1884-5 is 1,151,- 
626 bales. 

The Chronicle says that the speculation 
in cotton for future delivery at New York 
during the first half of the week under ;e- 
view, while the foreign markets were closed 
for the Whitsuntide holidays, was, though 
inactive and fitful, at slightly hardening 
values. ‘The statistical position abroad was 
an element of strength upon which the 
bulls were inclined to act, notwithstanding 
the excess in southern stocks and the com- 
paratively large quantity which comes out 
from the plantations. 

The market opened weak on Wednes- 
day, the improvement at Liverpool on the 
re opening of that market not being so 
great as was expected by the bulls; but 
when the large business for export on Tues- 
day was reported there was a more active 
speculation at hardening prices till near the 
close, when values receded .a few points. 
Thursday the market was dull without im- 
portant change, and no active influence ap- 
parent, though the bulls derived some sup- 
port from the rapid reduction of stocks at 
the ports. 

Friday notices for June delivery came out 
quite freely, and, with a weak report from 
Liverpool, they were thrown upon the mar- 
ket, leading to free exchanges of the early 
for later months, the bulls paying differ- 
ences and causing a smart decline. Cotton 
on the spot continued steady; on Monday 
sales of 1,373 bales for export, not previ- 
ously reported, were made public, but on 
Tuesday afterncon (reported on Wednes- 
day) there were sales of nearly 5,000 bales 
for export.. | 

Telegraphic reports from the cotton re- 
gions of the south Friday night indicated 
that while in general the weather conditions 
have been fairly favorable for cotton, in 

“portions of the southwest dry weather is 
desirable, although up to this time the 
rains have been of benefit rather than other- 
wise. Reports from some districts state that 
the growth of the plant is being retarded by 
cold nights.

The Negro at the South. 
The Pittsburg Dispatch, commenting on 
a statement recently made in these columns 
in regard to the success of a colored tobacco 
farmer in North Carolina, says: 

Such instances cre by nomeansrare. There is 
scarcely a city or town in any part of the country 
whieh docs not number among its population col- 
ored men whose success in business is regarded 
as phenomenal, All these are gratitying evidences 
of progress, which are alike encouraging to men of 
African descent and those philanthropists who have 
their interests at heart. 

We should like to see this idea propagated 
among our northern and western brethren, 
The VPinkstonian statesman, Editor Hal- 
stead, and apparently a large majority of 
the professional republican politicians, pre- 
tend to believe that the negro is in a down- 
trodden condition; that he is permitted to 
earn his daily rations and no more; and 
that he is hot permitted to exercise his 
rights as acitizen, especially when it comes 
to casting his ballot. 

In reply tothese charges and assumptions 
Tue CONSTITUTION, and other southern 
journals, are continually presenting evi- 
dences not only of the material progress 
of the negro race in the south, but of his 
progress in education and ina restlose desire 
to better his condition in all directions. 
We do not believe that there is today in the 
state of Georgia one industrious or trust- 
worthy negro that would exchange places 
with the average northern negro. 

There is another fact that may be briefly 
alluded to. If the negro race in the south 
is crushed and downtrodden, imposed on, 
bull-dozed and intimidated, how comes it 
that the negro in the state of Georgia alone, 
beginning with considerably less than noth- 
ing, could accumulate in the past twenty- 
three years an amount of property the taxa- 
ble value of which is more than ninegiil 
lions of dollars. 

If the negro in Georgia has learned the 
white man’s knack of giving in his prop- 
erty to the tax receivers, the real value of 
the property he has accumulated cannot 
fall far short of twelve millions of dollars. 

Now, we submit that this is a very good 
showing. There has heen a good deal of 
fuss made over the negro problem, and THE 
CONSTITUTION used to help make some of 
it; but observation has convinced us that, 
if the so-called friends of the negro will let 
him alone and permit him to work out his 
own salvation, as everybody else has to do 
in this great and glorious country—not to 
speak of other countries—there is no prob- 
lem at all. 

Human beings, both white and black, 
are made of very adjustable material, and 
all that the professional politicians can do 
is simply to retard this adjustmeut. The 
negroes at the south will fit themselves to 
the situation and so will the whites, and 
the result will be harmony. The politi- 
cians may retard this adjustment, but they 
cannot prevent it, and though the editors 
bellow like so many blue pigeons strutting 
on the roof of a barn, the whites and the 
negroes will adjust themselves to a situation 
that is not only inevitable, but natural.

A Forgotten Man. 
From the New York Tribune, 


A southerner who saw’ much of William 
Gilmore Simms in his later’ years says that Simms 
was ‘choice in the selection of his language,”’ and 
that “ifthe subject required grave thought and 
anything like elaborate discussion, he delivered 
himself in«an oratoric style, bordering upon the 
tragic. He would rise from his seat, pour forth a 
flood of words—strong and full of meaning—he 
would quote alternately from history, philosophy 
and poetry, and suit the action to the word and the 
word to the action; not infrequently falling into 
the loud declamatory tone, and occasionally, like 
Thomas Carlyle, throwing outa jagged sentence, 
suchas you would characterize as rough and un- 
couth, but packed with meaning, It would be 
Simms talking and no one else; he seemed to feel it 
to be so, and made you understand the fact. He 
never dealt in abstractions at the expense of his 
concrete individuality of intellect, opinion and self- 
esteem. He was, therefore, dogmatic. He was not 
ublike Dr. Sem Johnson. As it was said of Pericles, 
his tongue was armed with thunder. He would 
fulminate, whilst bis style was strong, heayy and 
sometimes diffuse. He had an ardent temperament 
and a vivid imagination, a methodical mind and an 
inexhaustible tund of eclectic knowledge; and 
withal, the command of his vernacular as to cor-

Ten or fifteen years ago, England fell into a 
violentcommotion because of the appearance of an 
ephemeral little treatiss bearing the title, §“The 
Battle of Dorking.’’ It wasa recital of the invasion 
of England by a hostile force, which might sooner 
or later occur. The landing of a foreign army was 
vividly described, as if treating of a positive act, 
and then the impotant efforts of the British troops 
torepelthe enemy in a march on London, an4, 
finally, the battle at Dorking,a small town in the 
county of Surrey, where the British forces are ann'- 
hilated, through which London, with all its treas 
ures, is helplessly abandoned tothe pillage cf the 
enemy. The little essay attained its end, which 
was toturn the general attention to the defenseless 
state of England in respect to the creat military 
powers of Europe, and tbus bring abont 
a general reinforcement of the combative 
strength of the insular kingdom.

A WONDERFUL TRIP. 


Colonel J. W. Ryckman and His 
Party Return Fromthe West.
